Mayor Outlines 8 Bills 
— Strongest Dislike 
Shown for Plan to 
Condemn Property 

for Parking.

The city’s eight-point legisla- 


tive program to be submitted to | 


the Missouri General Assembly 
next month ran into strong op- 
position from some of St. Louis 
legislators after Mayor Ray- 
mond R. Tucker outlined the 
city-sponsored proposals to 
them last night. 

The Mayor wined and dined 
the city legislators at a dinner 
at Hotel Chase, but some of the 
guests thought a good deal 
more of the fine food than the 
proposals, many of which have 
been defeated in previous ses- 
sions of the Legislature. 

Opposition was expressed pri- 
marily to a proposed bill giv- 
ing the city the right to con- 
demn residential property for 
the development of off-street 
parking facilities serving outly- 
ing shopping areas. 

Expresses Resentment. 

The Mayor's probiem of ob- 
taining home town backing for 
the city’s legislative, proposals 
was complicted when one legis- 
lator, Representative Joseph W. 
Martino, expressed “resent- 
ment” because the Mayor had 
failed to invite St. Louis State 
Representatives and Senators to 
attend ceremonies dedicating 
the new airport terminal build- 
ing last March.

Provisions of 8 Bills. 
The eight bills the city ad- 
ministration will sponsor in the 
new legislative session, which 
opens Jan. 2, would: 


1. Permit the city to pledge

issued to finance off-street 
parking lots and garages. 

2. Eliminate the restriction

3. Permit the sale of liquor 
by the drink at the new term- 
inal building at 
Louis Field. 

4. Authorize the city to estab- 
lish a retirement system for 
city employes. 

5. Support legislation author- 
izing transfer of aged custodial 
care patients from state men- 
tal hospitals to private institu- 
tions, which would make addi- 
tional space available for trans- 
fer of mental patients from 
city-operated Malcolm _ Bliss 
Hospital to state mental insti- 
tutions, 

6. Enable St. Louis to trans- 
fer mental patients to private 
institutions without loss of state 
contribution, and increase state 
contributions (now $8 a month) 
for care of mental patients in 
city hospitals. 

7. Authorize city police 
judges to issue warrants for 
arrest in all Missouri counties 
of persons charged with viola- 
tion of city ordinances. 

8. Recommend formation of 
legislative committee to study 
and submit recommendations 
for constitutional amendment 
removing individually owned 
household goods from personal 
property taxation, 


Giving Equal Rights. 


In support of this program, 
the Mayor pointed out that 
several of the proposals would 
give St. Louis rights that other 
Missouri cities now have. These 
include the right to use park- 
ing meter revenues to help fi- 
nance off-street parking de- 
velopments, and the outstate 
arrest of persons who violated 
city ordinances. 

Tucker declared there are 
8600 municipal employes who 
are not now protected by a'!

Part of Missouri's surplus 
funds will be invested in Gov- 


ernment securities, but the 
banks in the state which are 
selected as depositories for 


state funds will get a substan- 
tial share of the idle money on 
interest-bearing time deposits, 
State Treasurer-elect M. E. 
Morris told the Post-Dispatch 
today. 

“I haven't yet determined up- 
on a definite policy,” Morris 
said. “One of the first things 
I will have to do after taking 
office Jan. 14 will be to sit 
down with the Governor and 
State Auditor and determine 
which banks will be designated 
state depositories and how the 
idle funds shall be invested.” 

The state's contracts with the 
273 banks now acting as depos- 
itories will expire Feb. 1, 1957, 
and a new list has to be pre- 
pared. 

Under provisions of the new 
constitutional amendment ap- 
proved in the Nov. 6 general 


election, the state treasurer is 


required to invest all state 
funds not needed for current 
operating expenses either in 
government securities or place 
them on interest-bearing time 
deposit with the banks. Deter- 
mination of what funds are not 
needed for current operating 
expenses is left to the discre- 
tion of the state treasurer. 
The amendment also permits 
enactment by the Legislature 
of bills regulating @e invest- 
ment of the idle funds. Morris 
said he “anticipates early ac- 


| tion” by the General Assembly, 


which convenes Jan. 2. 

State Treasurer G. Hubert 
Bates, whose term will expire 
Jan. 14, last week directed each 
of the banks acting as state de- 
positories to place specified 
amounts of the balances of state 
funds they have on 30-day time 
deposit at an interest rate of 1 
per cent.

The organization, with head- 
quarters here, urged that a gen- 
eral retirement plan, expected 
to be sought in the 1957 legis- 
lative session. starting next 
month, should be based on 
sound actuarial principles, and 
be drawn so as to apply to all 
employes, if adopted. 

A proposed retirement plan 
for state employes failed of 
Passage in the 1955 session of 
the Legislature. It was attacked 
on the ground of excessive costs, 
and provision which would have 
enabled some employes to re- 
tire on combined state and fed- 
eral social security’ benefits 
nearly equaling their salaries, 
and in some instances exceeding 
their state pay, it was said. 

It was estimated that plan, 
had it been adopted, would have 
increased the state Govern- 
ment’s personnel costs by about 
14 per cent of the state payroll 
for covered employes.

Plans for relocating part of 
the proposed new “Middleway 
Route” a county highway be- | 
tween Berkeley and Florissant | 
—to avoid destruction of sev- 
eral new homes, were under 
study today by county officials. 

Union Electric Co. has agreed 
to consider the possibility of 
routing the proopsed road over 
part of a six-acre tract near 
Graham and Airport roads on 
which the utility plans to con- 
struct a new $1,750,000 sub- 
station, Harold L. Lién, con- 
sulting engineer on bond issue 
road projects, said. 

Bond Issue Approved, 

The Middleway route would 
be financed from bond issue 
funds approved by county vot- 
ers last year. It would link 
Lir@,ergh boulevard with, the 
proposed Inner Belt Highway 

and the Mark Twain Express- 
way. 

Ultimate cost of the 5.7-mile 
road was estimated at $653.- 
625. Immediate plans, how- 
ever, call only for construction 
of a part of the’route, estimat- 
ed to cost $133,560. 

Lien said under one proposed 
route “three of four” homes in 
the Frostwood subdivision in 
Berkeley would be destroyed. 

An alternate proposal is to 
shift the route to utilize part of 
the nearby Union Electric tract. 

Lien said representatives of 
the utility have agreed to re- 
examine their plans to ‘see 
whether their proposed installa- 
tion could be located so as to 
leave part of the site open for 
the highway. 

Homes Would Be Saved. 

If this can be done, Lien said, 
it would not be necessary to 
remove existing homes but a 
portion of the rear yards of 
some residences would be taken 
for the right-of-way. 

Lien said conferences con- 
cerning the proposed location 
have been held with representa- 
tives of Berkeley. Union Elec- 
tric and others. The initial part 
of an engineering survey to de- 
termine the ultimate route is 
being carried out now by the 
engineering firm of ‘Thatcher 
and Patient Inc.

Implicit in this view is the belief that the head of the Indian 
delegation at the United Nations, V. K. Krishna Menon, is some- 


thing less than an ideal public relations operator. 


Few would 


deny, however, that he is a remarkable man. 


Menon is not popular. 
friends—and he has them — 
tend to be puzzled by the un- 
popularity of that thin, gaunt 
and brilliant Indian. Menon 
himself frequently is baffled by 
the enmity he has aroused. Any 
number of'newspapcr and maga- 
zine articles have appeared re- 
cently, taking a markedly criti- 
cal tone toward him. 

The explanation of Menon’s 
unpopularity involves person- 
alities, cultural factors and 
world politics. The subject is 
worth exploring, If only because 
Menon, after Nehru, is the 
chief foreign policy spokesman 
for 370,000,000 Indians, and in 
a lesser measure for a billion 
and a half Asians and Africans. 


Reunion Recalied. 


To take first the personality 
factor, perhaps it is not too un- 
fair to compare Menon with his 
prime minister, Nehru. In 1952, 
Nehru was in England, where 
he attended a reunion of gradu- 
ates of the exclusive prepara- 
tory school, Harrow. Also pres- 
ent was another prime minister, 
Winston Churchill. 

Together, and both slightly 
off-key, they sang an old Har- 
rovian song, “Forty Years On.’ 
It was a gay evening, and Nehru 


did not find it necessary to 
mention that, 10 years before, 
Churchill had. ordered Nehru 
thrown into a British jail in 
India. 

By contrast, at the United 
Nations this week, Japan was 


edmitted to membersaip - an 
atmosphere not unlike thi of 
a Harrovian reunion. Polite. 
non-political speeches were the 
order of the day—until it came 
Menon’s turn. 

In the course of a brief ad- 
dress, Menon managed to men- 
tion the irritating facts that 
Japan has not been accorded 
full “honor and equality” with 
other nations under some of 
the peace treaties, that Jepan 
had withdrawn from the League 
of Nations in 1933 as a prelude 
to war. that Japan has been 
the victim of atomic bombing, 


and that there were “voices 
still unheard” among _ the 
world’s nations, obviously re- 
ferring to the refusal of the 


U.N. to admit Red China. 
Neither Japan nor any other 
ng » was made to feel happy 
by this talk—but Menon would 
be surprised if anyone were to 
suggest that his aim is to spread 
happiness and cheer. 
ttractive to Women. 


Menon is a 59-year-old bache- 
lor from the Malabar coast of 
India, a recion where until re- 
cently women had several hus- 
bands, under a curicus social 
custom. Mengn is attractive to 
women. Not only is he unmar- 
ried, he resembles the average 
American “family man” about 
as little as anyone in the world. 

He is a dark-faced Voltaire, 
with a bony finger forever up- 
raised, pointing at something to 
which he takes exception. His 
features are sharp, his eye 
flinty, his hair bushy and long. 
Almost invariably he carries a 
cane, digging with it aggressive- 
ly at sidewelk or carpet as he 
strides along. 

Ey habit he makes a 
vice out of hard work. 
normal working day is 18 hours 
long. Recently he attended a 
night session of the U.N., which 
lasted until after 1 a.m., took a 
7 a.m. plane for Ottawa, Can- 
ada, gave a lecture there at 
noon, flew back to New York, 
held several conferences before 
dinner, attended a diplomatic 
dinner that night, then worked 
until well past midnight in his 
suite in a quiet but fashionable 
uptown Manhattan hotel. 


In New Delhi, Menon lives in 
one room in Nehru’s house. 
Whether in New York, New 
Delhi, London or Peiping, he 
eats sparingly, but drinks tea by 
the gallon. 

Economist and Lawyer. 

He comes well-prepared to his 
task as an international gadfly. 
He is- a London-trained econo- 
mist and lawyer. He helped 
found, in London, a famous 
publishing venture, specializing 
in classical reprints, and served 
as chief editor for another book 
publishing firm as well. The 
term “intellectual” fits Menon 
well. 

Unfortunately, he is not pa- 
tient with inferiar intellects. To 
a stupid question—whether 
asked by a famous ambassador 
or by an equally famous news- 
paper man— he is as likely as 
not to give an insulting reply. 
Or when, after constant plead- 
ing by his Indian associates, he 
attempts to hide his contempt, 
he does it badly, sometimes dis- 
solving into a sickly laughter, 
at other times merely closing 
his eyes in pain. 

Arrogance—or the appear- 
ance of arrogance—is bitter 
medicine for most human beings

More recently, Menon played 
an important role in back- 
ground discussions leading to 
cease-fires in Korea and Indo- 
china and devised the formula 
under which informal diplo- 
matic talks were begun between 
Red China and the United 
States in Geneva.

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Nasser’s Canal Again 


With the departure of the last British and 
French troops from Port Said this week, the 
entire Suez canal is reverting to the control of 
Egypt and Egypt's President Nasser. But it 
would be a great mistake, for both the United 
Nations and the United States, to regard this 
event as the end of a chapter. It is, it can only 
be, the beginning. 

Since it was the U.N. and the United States 
which, by moral suasion and diplomatic pressure, 
brought about the British-French withdrawal, it 
is now they that must show an equal capacity 
for vigorous and constructive leadership in build- 
ing true security in the Suez area. This means 
swift and efficient clearance of the canal which 
Nasser so wantonly sabotaged. It means good- 
faith negotiations for a new treaty guaranteeing 
free international juse. of the canal. It means 
negotiations for an Arab-Israeli peace settle- 
ment. 

Sir Harold Caccia, the new British Ambas- 
sador who took up his mission to Washington 
amid the bursting bombs and diplomatic cross- 
fire of the Suez crisis, made a rather pointed 
speech in New York Tuesday night. Recalling 
President Eisenhower's pledges to seek “more 
than the mere absence of war” in the Middle 
East, and Vice President Nixon’s promise of 
“leadership and support” for a U.N. settlement 
of the basic problems underlying the crisis, the 
Ambassador said: 


We shall need the whole skill and forti- 
tude and determination of United States 
leadership if the “solemn obligation” which 
your Administration has undertaken is to 
be carried out in a United Nations program 
... It would be tragic indeed if the display 
of energetic determination by the United 
Nations should now fizzle out in a timid ac- 
quiescence in, a drifting return to, the 
status quo ante. 


Sir Harold could not have said more plainly: 
“Well, you got us out of Egypt. Now it is up 
to you to oboe Nasser grants peacefully the 
security we tried to establish by force.” And 
just beneath the surface of the Ambassador's 
words lurks the unspoken hint that Nasser will 
do nothing so generous unless compelled to by 
American “skill and fortitude and determina- 
tion.” 

It is disappointing that the U.N. apparently 
has rejected help of the British-French salvage 
fleet, out of deference to Nasser. Israel com- 
plicates matters by declining to get out of 
Gaza; but who can blame her so long as there 
is no assurance that Nasser will call off his 
fedayeen and negotiate? The United States is 
reported to have begun last week applying pres- 
sure for negotiations toward a Suez settlement; 
but so far there is no sign of a response from 
Nasser. 

Thus all roads lead to Nasser. The standing 
and influence of both the U.N, and the United 
State hinge on what happens next. To have 
rescued Egypt from external attack in order to 
preserve the high principle of peaceful interna- 
tional settlements is a great and noble achieve- 
ment. This triumph will crumble into dust and 
ashes if history records that what we also did 
was to rescue Nasser so that he could hold a 
knife to the throat of Israel and Western 
Europe.

The Army Mule Is Mustered Out 


It is a bit saddening to know.that after 120 
years as a beast of burden in the service of its 
country the Army mule is mustered out. The 301 
mules of an artillery battalion and a quartermas- 
ter company passed in a final review at Fort 
Carson, Colo., as a band played “The Old Gray 
Mare Ain’t What She Used to Be.” Now they are 
surplus and awaiting sale. 

An Army mountain battery song refers to 
“That grand old fool, the Army mule, who is 
never known to fail.” The mule just simply is 
the victim of progress for it is to be replaced 
by the helicopter. It must be admitted that the 
helicopter can operate far better than a mule 
even in treacherous mountain areas. 

But no helicopter, no matter how long it re- 
fuses to whirl and get into the air, can ever be 
as obstinate as a Missouri mule that balks and 
refuses to hit the trail. So no helicopter sergeant 
is ever going to develop the rich proficiency in 
profanity that the balky mule developed in the 
old time pack sergeant.

Where Rehearing Is Essential 

The City of St. Louis has moved to defend 
the right of its citizens to “home rule” over 
their county layer of government. 

Specifically, the City has asked the Missouri 
Supreme Court for permission to appear in sup- 
port of a motion for rehearing the so-called 
“county offices” case, in which the court ignored 
practicality, proper public policy and common 
sense in defining the Charter Freeholders’ 
powers. 

In that case, the high court held in effect that 
while the delegates who drafted the Missouri 
Constitution of 1945 granted wide “home rule” 
powers to other subdivisions of the state they 
meant to and did discriminate against St. Louis- 
ans. And although this discrimination is no- 
where spelled out in the document, the court 
neyertheless says that discrimination was in- 
tended, and discrimination there shall be. This 
is a peculiar construction, to say the least. 

Under the Constitution's “home rule” grants, 
any county with a population of 85,000 or more 
can fix the number, kinds, manner of selection, 
terms of office and salaries of its county offices. 
About that there is no dispute. But St. Louis, 
which the Constitution specifically recognizes as 
both a city and a county and which is the largest 
political subdivision in the state, is helpless— 
or so the court has held. 

The City believes that the constitutional rights 
of its people have been adversely affected by 
this narrow view. There is no doubt that they 
are. 

The irony of this decision is that while it ties 
the hands of the people who pay the bills it 
provides contentment and a certain security for 
the Democratic politicians who now occupy this 
unnecessary and costly layer of local govern- 
ment, 

- We hope the Court wil! grant the City the op- 
portunity to intervene and, more then that, that 
it will give the matter the thorough rehearing 
that it clearly deserves. 
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Planning a New School 

In view of the general need for more and bet- 
ter schools of all kinds, the plans of a local 
group to open a new private preparatory school 
in St. Louis county must be welcomed if only 
because they would increase the total of educa- 
tional resources available to this community. 

A private school serving ultimately 425 stu- 
dents would represent, of course, a numerically 
minute share of the whole educational task in 
the St. Louis metropolitan area. Its students 
would come from a small segment of the com- 
munity—namely, from families able to afford 
$1000 a year tuition. But in conjunction with 
the other private schools already in operation 
it would meet a need that does unquestionably 
exist for education of higher  qualijy, with 


greater emphasis on intensive college prepara- 
tion, than many public schools offer. 

The most interesting aspect of this enterprise, 
however, is the announcement’ that the new 
school will operate on a policy of “full racial 
and religious integration.” Obviously economic 
status would provide a certain degree of selec- 
tivity for the student body. But if the new 
school resolutely rejected any forms of racial 
or religious discrimination—tf it had no quotas 
for certain religious groups, and no “gentle- 
men’s agreement” against certain racial groups 
—it would be a worthy addition to the com- 
munity’s educational capacity, and one attuned 
to the future it would serve.

Mr. Butler Surrenders 

Chairman Butler has beaten an inglorious re- 
treat from his effort to give the Democratic 
National Committee a national voice. 

The duties to which he now proposes to limit 
his new advisory group represent no real ad- 
vance. Those that are not mere repetition of 
the national committee’s accustomed tasks are— 
like foreign policy—unlikely to get very far 
without legislative proposals, which the chair- 
man promises to eschew. 

The net result is that the policy spokesmen 
for the Democratic party will continue to be 
exclusively its congressional leaders, and this 
means predominantly its Southern wing. Those 
two doughty Texans who tower over House and 
Senate, Majority Leader Johnson arid Speaker 
Rayburn, can claim the victory, such as it is. 

They and the splinter of the party which they 
lead have chosen to regard the national mem- 
bership of the Democratic party as an “outside” 
group. Though they are local and section lead- 


' ers, they have jealously moved to. forestall the 


development of any national leadership outside 
their own circle. 


But are even they the gainers? An astute 
student of Congress, James MacGregor Burns, 
wrote in his book “Congress on Trial” these 
telling words: “A consequence of party weakness 
in Congress is to make parties seem meaning- 
less and éven dishonest in the mind of the pub- 
lie.” 

The Democratic party suffered heavily in the 
recent presidential election from the loss of 
Negro voters as a consequence of its failure to 
present a national front on the race issue. As 
long as it continues to represent points of view 
that are smaller than national in scope, the party 
will continue to suffer. The same is true of 
the Republican party, or any other. 

The Democrats need all the best brains they 
can get, even with the services of those two 
eminent thinkers, Messrs. Johnson and Rayburn. 
They need national support, and the general 
public respect of which Prof. Burns speaks. 

Chairman Butler’s idea was sound and we 
would like to see him fight for it and more 
stoutly,*just as we would like to see the Repub- 
lican party more adequately speak for those who 
vote its ticket nationally. 
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A Decision That Cannot Stand 

United States District Judge Atwell of Dallas 
used a familiar Southern argument when he 
ruled against enforcement of the Supreme Court 
decision on school segregation. That decision, 
he contended, was not based on law but on 
“modern psychological knowledge” and _ the 
studies of social scientists. 

This has always been a curious argument. It 
is especially so when used by a United States 
judge speaking, as the news dispatches said, in 
“high, emotion-packed tones.” 

Would Judge Atwell, who is 87 years old, 
say that modern psychological knowledge and 
the findings of social science should not be 
used by judges in arriving at their decisions? 

It is, of course, nonsense to say that the Su- 
preme Court's segregation decision was not 
based on law. It was clearly based on the 
Fourteenth Amendment, requiring equality be- 
fore the law. Previous decisions had held that 
equality could be achieved in separate schools. 
But this decision held that equality could not 
be achieved within a system of segregation— 
and part of the evidence which led to this con- 
clusion was the findings of modern social science. 

Judge Atwell’s decision cannot stand. It will 
be overruled by superior jurisidictions as surely 
as Texas exists. The regrettable thing is that 
time, effort and money must be expended to that 
end. 
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The A.M.A. on ‘Poor Business’ 


It was less than gallant—and short of the ulti- 
mate in professional courtesy—for Dwight Mur- 
ray, president of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, to say that it was “poor business” for a 
Hungarian refugee doctor “to leave his country 
and his people in time of distress.” Nor did it 
help when Dr. Murray added: “He should have 
stayed. Doctors are not shot. The enemy always 
has use for physicians.” Doctors are never shot? 
What happened to them under Hitler? 


Pictures made by a German photographer in 
Budapest show one Hungarian caring for a 
wounded Russian despite this soldier’s protest 
that the wounded Hungarians about him should 
be treated first. Apparently Budapest's doctors 
did not forget their professional duty, but they 
did not forget patriotism, either. 

For this they face punishment at the hands 
of Communist judges less perturbed by the 
blood-bath than was the Red Army tank-man. 
According to Dr. Howard A. Rusk’s report in 
The New York Times, the secret police are hunt- 
ing all doctors who treated revolutionaries with- 
out reporting all details to the Red authorities. 
At the time of the A.M.A. clinical session in Se- 
attle on Nov. 27-30, about 300 Hungarian doctors 
already had taken refuge in Vienna. To its 
credit, the A.M.A. voted $5000 for their support.

In almost all cases the Hun- 
garian physicians crossed the border penfni- 
less. . . In many instances they carried 


their small children in their arms for dis- 
tances up to 200 miles. 


Even though some nations will issue licenses 
only to their own citizens, the profession in the 
United States should not let itself be shamed by 
the medical men of Austria. Many of our hospi- 
tals need interns and residents, positions which 
qualified refugees might fill while coping with 
a new language. If trade unions can offer to 
sponsor thousands of refugees whom they might 
well regard as rivals tor employment, the doc- 
tors should be able to do as well.

Political parties, as has often been 
demonstrated, can live down the most 
appalling errors of judgment when they 
are in office and the most appalling 
national disasters which result there- 
from. The prestige of a class, However, 
and of the leadership derived from it, 
is more difficult to sustain. 


Surely the spectacle of a Prime Min- 
ister departing to sit in the Jamaican 
sun at the very moment when, in con- 
sequence of a policy for which he is 
personally responsi- 
ble, the oil that was 
to have been safe- 
guarded is lost, the 
Canal that was to 
have been kept 
open is closed, the 
British nationals in 
Egypt who were to 
have been pro- 
tected are being

Three Great Conservatives 


Because the English class system has 
been directly related to political power, 
and not only to money or notional ti- 
tles or nostalgic preoccupations with an- 
cestry and past glories, it has required 
a code of behaviour on the part of its 
protagonists. 


The political leadership it has pro- 
vided, however incompetent and short- 
sighted in practice, has needed to be 
“sound,” of good repute—as had also, 
incidentally, the symbolic leadership, 
the monarchy, which is why so grave a 
view was taken of the Edward VIII-Mrs. 
Simpson and the Princess Margaret- 
Townsend affairs. 

Taking the Conservative leaders of 
our time, Baldwin was cast as a plain, 
fair-minded man; Chamberlain as a 
good man with a simple-hearted, if mis- 
guided passion for appeasement; Sir 
Winston Churchill as heroic in war and 
venerable in peace. 


These images could be plausibly iden- 
tified with the actual men even though 
they all three made grievous errors 
and, in that they have been set in au- 
thority over us for the greater part of 


the last three decades, must be held 
largely responsible for our present hap- 
less plight. The imagery was valid, 
and therefore the class system to which 
it was related was valid, too. 

The case of Sir Anthony Eden has 
turned out quite differently. As an 
image he seemed perfect. His appear- 
ance, his manner, his record, all gave 
an impression of exactly fitting con- 
temporary requirements. He was gen- 
tlemanly, reassuring, ingratiating—any 
selection board’s dream come true. 


He slid into power with a comfort- 
able majority as effortlessly as into 
one of his own elegant suits. Who 
more suitable than a common Etonian 
to preside over the English variant of 
the century of the common man? 


And yet it has all gone awry. The 
image and the man have dramatically 
diverged to the point that they can 
never again be identified, thereby cre- 
ating a condition of social schizophrenia. 
Why? 


A Samson He Was 


Was there, beneath the exterior of a 
B.B.C. announcer, some strange inward 
instability, turbulence, which mani- 
fested itself outwardly when at last 
he found himself the head of a gov- 
ernment? Did the long years of waiting 
accumulate a frenzy of resentment in 
him which has only now found ex- 
pression? 

Was it, perhaps, a consciousness of 
the prevailing assumption that he was 
nice and ordinary and tedious which 
generated a mania to demonstrate the 
opposite, as well as the feverish strength 
to carry his more prudent colleagues 
with him? Has he been trying to show 
us that, despite all appearances to the 
contrary, he, too, can be a Churchill? 


Whatever the explanation may be, the 
fact is that he has succeeded in demol- 
ishing all the assumptions on which his 
own, his party’s and his class’s fortunes 
have hitherto rested. No more unlikely 
Samson to pull down the pillars of a 
social edifice could possibly be imag- 
ined. But pull them down he has. 


The only difference is that, whereas 
the original Samson remained in the 
resultant ruins, this one has decamped 
to Jamaica, leaving salvage operations 
to Messrs. Butler, Macmillan and Sel- 
wyn Lloyd. It has been an astonishing 
performance whose full consequences 
will only slowly become apparent. 

These, as I have suggested, are likely 
to prove more significant in their social 
than in their political or international 
implications. It was not only Napoleon 
who never recovered from abandoning 
his army on the retreat from Moscow. 
His empire, his marshals, the whole 
show was doomed thereby. Perhaps it 
will be said hereafter, in recording the 
death of a class, that it “met its Golden- 
eye.”

Between Book Ends 


Forty Thousand Bullfights 


THE FIELD OF VISION, by Wright Mor- 
ris. (Harcourt, Brace, 251 pas., $3.50.) 

It has been fashionable to accuse our 
publishing houses of offering the pub- 
lic only those novels which promise 
large sales and profitable returns. The 
other side of the coin is brought to-our 
attention by the publication of such 
books as Wright Morris's “The Field 
of Vision.” 

Here is a powerful and mature novel 
which is receiving considerable critical 
praise. As yet, however, there is no 
sign that the book will achieve pwblic 
acclaim, profitable or otherwise, much 
less that it.will assume best-seller pro 
portions. In the face of such poptlar 
indifference (and injustice), it seems 
unreasonable to expect publishing 
houses to continue to subsidize the 
serious novel, 

Half-author, half-psychiatrist, Wright 
Morris offers his reader a seat at the 
Mexican bullring. Already seated along 
the rim of this 
“sanded navel of 
the world” are 
seven Americans, 
people of the 
plains, The seven 
includé Mr. and 
Mrs. McKee and 
son, “Sears Roe- 
buck Gothic”; Gor- 
don Boyd, who 
seemed a hero but 
was not; Dr. Leh- 
mann, a_ psychia- 
trist who needed 
one because he suf- 
fered from “intes- 
tinal Freud”; Paula 
Kahler, a lost soul who had “touched 
bottom,” and old Scanlon, whose mind 
was burnt to a crisp. 

The action in the ring is, in itself, 
the story of life and death, honor and 
disgrace. As the ritual unfolds, each 
spectator grapples with his submerged 
self. Each relives moments of truth, 
Each reconstructs fragments of the 
past. Each regains the point in time 
at which his psychological growth was 
arrested, his life pattern indelibly 
etched. The bullring serves as a 
“sanded mirror” and offers a different 
reflection to each observer. “. . . this 
crisp Sabbath afternoon, 40,000 pairs 
of eyes would gaze down on 40,000 
separate bullfights.... Each man had 
only the eyes to see himself.” 

The reader, of course, enjoys a broad- 
er “field of vision” than do the char- 
acters themselves. He is permitted to 
peer into the awesome depths of the hu- 
man mind and observe the neurotic pe- 
actions of seven individuals, drawn witk 
almost clinical insight. 

In the early chapters, many bits of 
information seem unrelated to each 
other. As these gradually assume shape, 
the book becomes “a circle overlapped 
by countless other circles.” Because 
of this, “The Field of Vision” is not 
appropriate for casual or rapid reading. 
It may, in fact, be properly approached 
in two readings, one for orientation and 
one for application. It is, however, to 
Mr. Morris's credit that he never offers 
his reader the comfort of easy reading 
at the expense of eventual impact.

DATA CENTERS 
WILL KEEP TAB ON 
EARTH SATELLITES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP) 
—Special compufation centers 
will be established here and in 
Cambridge, Mass., to keep tat 
on the earth satellite whefi it 
is fired into its orbit. 

Dr. Joseph Kaplan, chairman 
of the United States committee 
for the International Geophysi- 
cal year, said last night the 
Naval Research Laboratory will 
set up eomputing and anal- 
ysis center here to handle in- 
formation on the satellite pro- 
vided by the radio tracking sys- 
tem. 

In addition, he said, the 
Smithsonian Astrophysical Ob- 
servatory at Cambridge will 
establish a similar computing 
center for satellite data re- 
ceived from the visual observa- 
tion program. 

Dr. Kaplan said in a state- 
ment that the computations in- 
volve three main programs— 
locating the satellite once it is 
in orbit, computing the orbit 
accurately, and analysis of “the 
precise orbit data.” 


The satellite, a sphere about 
20 inches in diameter, will 
weigh approximately 21% 
pounds, It will circle the earth 
at a speed of about 18,000 miles 
an hour.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
Dec. 20 (AP)—The United States 
moved today for a resumption 
of five-power private disarma- 
ment falks next March. 


United States Delegate Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr. told the 12-na- 
tion U.N. Disarmament Com- 
mission the United States “will 
propose that a meeting of the 
disarmament subcommittee be | 
held in March at the end of the 
present session of the General | 
Assembly.” | 


He welcomed the recent So- | 
viet disarmament proposals. 


“The United States,” said 
Lodge, “notes with some hope | 
the recent indications that the 
Soviet Union is willing to con- 
sider aerial inspection as a posi- 
tive factor in... disarmament.” 


He added that the United 
States was prepared to renew 
its effort to reach a “sound, 
safeguarded” disarmament 
agreement with effective in- 
spection, He declared: 

“We are ready thoughtully to | 
consider the proposals of alll | 
governments and we will take 
further initiative.” | 


Members of Subcommittee. 


The subcommittee consists of 
Britain, Canada, France, Russia 
and the United States. The 
commission includes these na- 
tions plus Australia, Belgium, 
Nationalist China, Cuba, Iran, 
Peru and Yugoslavia—or the 
Security Council and Canada. 


The Disarmament Commis- 
sion, in a 24-minute meeting, 
agreed on its annual report to 
the Assembly as written by the 
U.N, secretariat. Speakers said 
full-dress debate on disarma- 
ment should be left for the As- 
sembly’s Political Committee, 
which will take up the issue 
early next year. 


Soviet delegate Arkady A. 
Sobolev recalled “the well 
known proposals of the Soviet 
Union of Nov. 17 on disarma- 
ment.” He said, “We take it 
that those proposals will be 
considered by the Assembly 
with all the attention they de- 
serve.” 


He made no further reference 
to the plan, though the commis- 
sion had met at his request. 


United States officials said in 
Washington recently that the 
United States had revamped its 
disarmament plan to include 
control of long-range missiles. 
The prospect that the next few 
years will see the development 
of intercontinental missiles ca- 
pable of carrying nuclear war- 
heads was said to have pointed 
up the need for control. 


Main Kremlin Switch. 


The Kremlin’s main switch in 
disarmament policy is a mod- 
ification of its long-standing op- 
position to President Eisen- 
hower’s “open skies” aerial in- 
spection plan. On Nov. 17 the 
Soviet government announced 
its readiness to discuss such in- 
spection over a belt 1000 miles 
wide through central Europe. 

Only last July Russia’s An- 
drei Gromyko told the Disarm- 
ament Commission that aerial 
inspection was “artificially” 
linked with the arms problem 
and that no useful purpose 
could be served by further dis- 
cussion of this proposal. 

The new Soviet plan also pro- 
poses that the occupation forces 
in Germany be reduced by one 
third in 1957. It recommends 
cutting the forces of Russia, the 
United States and Red China 
to between 1,000,000 and 1,- 
500,000 within two years, and 
reduction of British and French | 
forces to 650,000 each. 


Would End Nuclear Tests. 


The Russians further called | 
for an end to nuclear tests fol- | 
lowed by a bar on nuclear 
weapons and a staged reduction | 
in military spending. Soviet | 
Foreign Minister Dmitri Shep- | 
ilov indicated the stress Russia 
intends to place on disarma- | 
ment this year when he told | 
the General Assembly in its | 
opening general debate that the | 
arms question was the foremost | | 
issue facing the U.N. 

Shepilov said a general cut | 
in armed forces should extend 
to troops of the Big Three sta- 
tioned in NATO countries and 
Soviet forces based in Warsaw 
treaty nations. 

At the windup of its last ses- 
sion July 16, the Disarmament 
Commission instructed its five- 
nation subcommittee to study | 
all pending proposals and re- 
port back. The subcommittee 
has not yet done this.

JERUSALEM, Israel Sector, 
Dec. 20 (UP) — The Hebrew 
University here has admitted 
the first non-Jewish student in 
its 3l-year history, it was an- 
nounced today.

This statement, I.N.S. was in- | 
formed, was a “smokescreen” | 
and that actually “big bribes” 
were paid for the maps, which 
are worth millions. 

Gulf went to the FBI about a 
year ago when it became sus- 
picious about the consistency 
with which it’was being beaten | 
to leases on land it had ex- | 
plored. However, the FBI could | 
not act immediately. 

The ring had taken the pre- 
caution of removing all the 
stolen documents to Canada.

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Pasta Is More

O most Americans, spaghetti 

is a general term. Just 

about anything that comes 
under the head of what the 
Italians call pasta, is still spag- 
hetti to us, despite the fact 
that spaghetti is just one of a 
large number of sizes and 
shapes in the pasta family. 

An exception, in the Ameri- 
can mind, is macaroni. But 
there again we are inclined to 
generalize. Most Americans 
think that any pasta that comes 
in the form of a hollow tube is 
macaroni, whereas macaroni is 
just one of a number of tubular 
pasta. For instance, there is 
ziti, zitoni, cannelloni and riga- 
toni. 

In fact, pasta may be divided 
roughly into five classes. There 
are the ropes, or strings, which 
include spaghetti; the tubular 
form, which includes macaroni; 
the flat or ribbon type, which 
includes noodles, fettuccelle 
and linguine; the envelope or 
container varieties which in- 
clude ravioli, and the fancy 
shapes of which there are many, 
including shells, spirals, alpha- 
bet and so forth. 

Pastas come in sizes not much 
larger than mustard seed, on up 
to the big cannelloni and la- 
sagne. Spaghetti happens to be 
the largest of the string type. 
In descending order of thinness 
are spaghettini, vermicelli, fi- 
dellini.

Readiness Counts

Of the Gesell Institute of Child Development 
‘6T) mother of a large—but young—family asked us the 
other day. “All this scolding and admonishing and 
teaching and training and setting an example? It seems as 
if we put an awful lot into 
trying to improve our chil- 
dren, and getting them to 
de the right thing, but I 
can't see that they show 
much improvement.” 
Well, we can assure this 
mother that in more cases 
than not, the time does 
come. You go on for years 
—lIiterally for years some- 
times—and then suddenly 
all these years of remind- 
ing and insisting are re- 
warded. You find your son 
or daughter doing voluntarily and spontaneously the very 
thing you have been harping on for so long. 
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WHAT HAS HAPPENED? Has your teaching alone 
been responsible? In other words, is it just a case of start- 
ing in early enough and keeping at it hard enough? And do 
those children whose parents started the earliest and kept 
at work the hardest, reach these goals of successful per- 
formance soonest? 

We think not. Probably most children would not arrive 
at a state of what our culture considers to be perfection 
without a certain amount of teaching and example, it is true. 
But from our observations, being at a certain state of readi- 
ness to benefit from a teaching is more important than the 
amount and earliness of that teaching. No amount of teach- 
ing is going to teach the average 6-month-old infant to 
walk or talk. But with a very little help he accomplishes 
both of these feats at a later date wheri he is ready. 

Walking and talking come abeut pretty naturally, you 
may argue. True. But it is also true that other behaviors 
such as going to bed at a “reasonable” time, telling the 
admitting your own guilt, also are finally achieved 
when the organism is ready, not before. 


OES the time ever come when it all pays off?” the 
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fact that Edward is only 17 years old, and the bank “directors,” 
to whom he made the application, and who were to decide 
whether he ought to have it or not, were no older than he. 


Edward, a shy, dark-haired 
youngster, was as nervous as 
the rest of us are when we go 
to the bank to ask for a loan.

Sitting off to one side, as an 
adviser in case he might be 
needed, was Harold H. Stout, 
the president of ‘the bank, and 
one of the two men whose idea 
it was to start a bank for teen- 
agers. The other man was 
Howard K. Hurwith, founder of 
the bank and now chairman of 
the board. 

The whole thing started some- 
thing mOre than a year ago, 
because the two men were in- 
terested in youth work and 
wanted to make some kind of 
contribution to the battle 
against delinquency. 

“Mr. Stout works with boys 
clubs, and I have long been in- 
terested in Y.M.C.A. work,” 
Hurwith explained. “Like ev- 
eryone else, we felt that too 
many people were just talking 
about delinquency, but not 
enough were doing anything 
about it. The question arose, 
what could we do.. The only 
thing we knew anything about 
was banking. Then it occurred 
to us that there might be the 
answer, so far as our contribu- 
tion was concerned. 

“Youngsters have troubles. A 
lot of them are money troubles, 
and a lot of things they do 
might come directly or indi- 
rectly from financial difficul- 
ties. JI mean, of course, gen- 
uine financial difficulties, not 
just the desire for spending 
money. 

“Not many people recognize 
this fact, and also not many 
adults treat youngsters on a 
man-to-man basis. So we de- 
cided to set up a jyvenile loan 
department, let it be known 
that teen-agers could apply for 
loans, and if their need was 
genuine, we might be able to 
help them. 

“Then it occurred to us to go 
a step further and let teen- 
agers handle the whole thing. 
You'll get a chance right now 
to see how it: operates.”

Mark Richman Made Switch to Acting Career Despite Family's Doubts

“S Mark Richman and his 
A wife, Teddi, celebrate Christ- 
mas day on a train some- 
where between here and San 
Francisco, they can reflect that 
they might be spending the 
holiday under more conven- 
tional circumstances, They could 
be living in a ranch house in a 
Philadelphia suburb and Mark 
could be dispensing pink pills 
at a corner drug store instead 
of following the more reward- 
ing but vastly more precarious 
business of being an actor.

“Mark's family used to say to 
me, ‘Don't you think he ought 
to go back to the drug store?’”
